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THE SEVENTY-FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE REGISTRAR- 
GENERAL ON THE VITAL STATISTICS OF THE STATE OF 
QUEENSLAND FOR THE YEAR 1938. 


Queensland occupies a unique position on account of having a larger white population living 
in a tropical area than any other country, also these whites are carrying on the industries and 
developing the natural resources without the aid of coloured labour. The vital Statistics of this 
State provide a special field for scientific research into the special problems affecting a white 
population living within the tropics, therefore, it is the aim of my department to provide the best 
possible permanent records for immediate and future reference within the limits of available financial 
resources and staff. 

New Tables, now published, include particulars of Birth, Marriage, Death, and Infant Mortality 
Rates, and Causes of Death according to age for tropical and sub-tropical Queensland separately, 
each of these Divisions being subdivided into Coastal and Inland Areas. In addition, particulars 
of diseases for which patients were treated in the Public Hospitals of the State are also shown in 
the same four Divisions. Vital Statistics for the Metropolitan Area are treated in detail, while 
figures for all the chief cities of the State are available in bulletin form, though not printed herein. 

All population estimates and Birth, Marriage, and Death Rates have been revised, where 
necessary, consequent upon the results of the 1933 and previous Censuses, and Part K, Statistics of 
Queensland for 1933-34, will also contain amended figures. 


Population.—At the Census of the 30th June, 1933, the population of Queensland was enumerated 
as 947,789 persons (exclusive of full-blooded aboriginals), compared with 755,814 on 31st March, 1921, 
a few days prior to the 1921) Census. During the interval of twelve years and three months there 
was an increase of 191,975 persons (or 25.40 per cent.), brought about by natural increase of 141,322 
and net immigration amounting to 50,653. On the 30th June, 1933, the aboriginal population 
was set down as 12,306 Full-Bloods. On the 31st December, 1933, the population of the State 
was 949,286 persons, consisting of 497,645 males and 451,641 females, the increase during the 
year being 9,946, the excess of births over deaths being 8,796, and of immigration over emigration 
1,150. The percentage increase was 1.06, which is higher than for any other Australian State or 
New Zealand. 

Queensland contained 14.26 per cent. of the total Australian population on the 31st December, 
1933. Of every 100 of total population 52 were males and 48 females. 

The distribution of the population throughout the three Divisions of the State en 31st December, 
1933, was:—Northern 182,880, Southern 671,010, and Central 95,396, the proportion of males per 
100 of total population in each Division being 57, 51, and 54 respectively. 

Of the total population of the State at the Census of 1933, approximately 240,288 resided 
north of the Tropic of Capricorn, and 703,450 south thereof. 

The population of the City of Brisbane Area (385 square miles) was estimated at 301,252 on 
the 31st December, 1933, equivalent to 32 per cent. of the total State population. The populations 
of the other chief cities and towns on the same date were:—Rockhampton 30,000, Townsville 26,034, 
Cairns 12,000, Mackay 10,660, and Charters Towers 8,000 (all situated within the tropics), and 
Toowoomba 26,790, Ipswich 22,549, Bundaberg 11,550, Maryborough 11,350, Gympie 7,800, and 
Warwick 7,000 (situated south of the tropics). 

In recent years there has been a decline in the rate of increase of the population. During 
the five years from December, 1920, to December, 1925, the increase was 94,304, compared with only 
58,257 from December, 1928, to December, 1933, the percentage increase during 1921-25 on the 
eee 1920, population was 12.56, compared with 6.54 during 1929-33, on the December, 1928, 
population. 

The increase to population due to net immigration in the 1921-25 period was 31,074 persons, 
put the gain on account of excess of immigration over emigration in 1929-33 was only 7,938. 
However, what is perhaps more serious is the fact that the natural increase in the first period was 
pS 280 bared with 50,319 in the recent five years, the decrease being due to the rapid decline 
in the birthrate. 


Births —During the year 1933 there were 17,150 births registered, compared with 17,367 in 
the previous year—a decrease of 217. The figure for 1933 is the lowest since 1911, when 16,991 
births were registered. Over 20,000 births were registered in 1915, 1920, 1921, and 1925, the year 
1921 having the record total for the State of 20,333. The crude birthrate averaged almost 30 per 
1,000 from 1911 to 1915, and remained at more than 25 until 1923, since when the trend has 
been downward, so that the rate in 1933 was only 18.13, and the average over the last three years 
pred decline in the rate has been 40 per cent. since the 1911 to 1915 period, and 28 per cent. 
since i 

The 1933 rate is, of course, the lowest ever recorded for Queensland, though it was higher 
than for any other Australian State but Tasmania, and also higher than the New Zealand rate. 
During the year there were 95 female births to every 100 male births. 


There were 869 ex-nuptial births registered during the year, representing 5.07 per cent. of 
the total births, the proportion being about equal to the average ofi the last ten years. There were 
132 legitimations effected during the year, and 4,820 since the passing of “The Legitimation Act of 
1899.” There were 174 sets of twins (being 1 per’ cent. of total confinements, excluding still-births), 
ie tone of the twins being 161 males (plus 2 still-born) and 185 females. There were no triplets 
or higher. 

Marriages.—The number of marriages registered in 1933 was 6,471, which is an increase of 56 
on the number for 1932 and of 520 on the 1931 total. The figure for 1933 is the highest for any 
year since 1925, when the same number (6,471) of marriages were registered. In 1920 the record 
number of 6,670 was registered. 


The rate per 1,000 of population in 1933 was 6.84, compared with 6.86 in 1932 and 6.43 in 
1931. Ten years ago the marriage rate averaged 7.50, and in 1911 to 1915 about 8.70, the percentages 
decline in 1933 being 9 and 21 respectively, compared with 28 and 40 per cent. decline in the birthrate. 
The marriage rate in 1933 was lower than for any year since 1906, other than 1930 and 1931. 
Queensland and South Australia (equal) had lower rates in 1933 than the other Australian States or 
New Zealand. 

During the year there were 234 marriages performed by civil officers (3.62 per cent. of the 
total), and 6,237 by duly registered Ministers of Religion. The percentage of marriages celebrated 
by the Ministers of the chief denominations were:—Church of England 29.72, Roman Catholic 22.84 
Presbyterian 15.81, Methodist 15.53, Baptist 3.20, Lutheran 2.26, and Congregational 1.72. : 


Bridegrooms under the age of 21 years married in 1933 totalled 308, and brides 1,665. 
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In the case of 516 marriages the bride and groom were the same age, 4,941 brides married 
grooms older than themselves, and 1,014 grooms younger than themselves. 

The average age at marriage of all bridegrooms was 28.47, and of all brides 24.50 years. 
Bachelors marrying were 27.46 years of age on the average, widowers 45.71 years, divorced men 41.26 
years, spinsters 23.80 years, widows 41.79 years, and divorced women 34.61 years. The average 
age at marriage has been between 27 and 28 years for bachelors, and for spinsters between 23 and 
24% years for 40 years or more. 

The youngest male married in 1933 was aged 16 years, who married a girl of the same age. 
There were four males aged 17, 34 aged 18; 94 aged 19, and 175 aged 20 years. One male aged 80 
married a woman aged 36. There were 2 grooms of 78, one of 77, one 76, and 2 of 75. A man 
of 65 married a girl of 21, while men of 62, 57, 52, and 51 all married girls of 17. Men of 45 and 
37 each married a girl of 16 and 1 of 85 a girl of 15. 

The youngest brides were 5 girls of 14, who married men of 18, 20, 21, 27, and 29. There 
were 21 brides of 15 years, 75 of 16 years, 212 of 17, and 325 of 18: The oldest bride was aged 80, 
who married a man of 52. There were 3 brides of 67, and 2 of 65 years. A bride of 54 was married 
to a man of 24. 

Deaths.—Deaths registered in 1933 numbered 8.354, which is the highest total since 8,860 in 
1919 (the year of the pneumonic influenza epidemic), the number for 1933 being the next highest 
figure ever recorded. In the year 1929 there were 8,308 deaths, this being the next to 1933. 
In both 1929 and 1933 mortality from influenza was high. 

In 1933 the death-rate was 8.83, which is higher than in 1932, 1931, or 1930, but lower 
than in any other previous year, the death rate never having fallen below 9 per 1,000 of population 
until 1930; the lowest rate ever recorded was 8.13 in 1931. 

The 1933 Queensland rate was higher than those for New South Wales, South Australia, 
Western Australia, and New Zealand, but lower than those for Victoria and Tasmania. 

The male death-rate in 1933 was 9.91, and that for females 7.65. 

Causes of Death.—The total number of deaths of persons of all ages from some of the 
principal causes in 1933 were as follows (1932 figures being shown in parentheses) :—Diseases of the 
Heart and Coronary Arteries 1,540 (1,420), Cancer (all kinds) 858 (872), Nephritis (Acute and 
Chronic) 528 (564). Senility 500 (471), Accidents, &c., 417 (480), Diseases peculiar to Harly Infancy 
(except Malformations) 407 (419), Tuberculosis (all parts) 355 (350), Pneumonia and Lobar 
Pneumonia 351 (242), Influenza 275 (57), Arterio-Sclerosis 242 (226), Cerebral Hemorrhage, 
Apoplexy 239 (234), Broncho-Pneumonia 218 (152), Diabetes Mellitus 141 (116), Suicides 125 (144), 
Bronchitis (all kinds) 114 (75), Diarrhea and Enteritis 109 (123), Congenital Malformations 105 
(100), Appendicitis 82 (81). 

Fatal attacks of Influenza and Respiratory Diseases were much more numerous in 1933 than in 
1932. The increase in deaths from Influenza was 218, from Pneumonia (including Lobar) 109, from 
Broncho-Pneumonia 66, and from Bronchitis 39. Heart Disease was responsible for 120 more deaths, 
and Diabetes Mellitus for 25 more. 

Accidental deaths decreased by 63, deaths from Nephritis (Acute and Chronic) by 36, from 
Suicides by 19, from Cancer and Diarrhea and Enteritis by 14. 


Accidental deaths numbered 417 during 
Details of the causes of the fatalities were as 
74 (104), Falls 63 (71), Drowning 55 (59), Burns 40 
or Motors—32 (25), Railways 16 (21), Firearms 13 (13), 

Animals 9 (9), Machinery 7 (6), Electric Shocks 6 (7), 
Suffocation 4 (12), Snakebite 3 (6), Tramways 3 (—), 
Thirst 3 (8), Food Poisoning 2 (8), Conflagration 2 (4). 

There were 125 Suicides (144) and 10 Homicides (19). 

F Infant Mortality—The infant mortality rate per 1,000 live births was 42.6, which is the 
highest since 1929. The lowest rate ever recorded was 36.6 in 1931. Twenty years ago the rate 
was approximately 64.0. Queensland had the highest Infant Mortality Rate of any Australian State 
in 1933, South Australia being the lowest with 32.1; New Zealand rate was 31.6. 

There were 731 deaths of infants under 1 year in 1933, of whom 493 were under 1 month old. 

Of the 731 deaths under 1 year 500 were due to Malformation, Premature Birth, Injury at 
Birth, and other Pre-natal Causes, 86 to Pneumonia, Broncho-Pneumonia, and Bronchitis, 38 to 
Diarrhea and Enteritis, 14 to Accidents, 13 to Influenza, 13 to Whooping Cough, 8 to Hernia, &e., 
6 to Convulsions, 4 to Syphilis, 4 to Measles, and 3 to Diphtheria. 

. Of the 493 deaths under 1 month 450 were due to Malformation, Premature Birth, Injury at 
Birth, and other Pre-natal Causes, 15 to Pneumonia, Broncho-Pneumonia, and Bronchitis, 4 to 
Convulsions, 3 to Accidents, 3 to Diarrhea and Enteritis, 2 to Syphilis, and 2 to Whooping Cough. 

Comparison of Tropical and Sub-Tropical Statistics.—Details of causes of death according to age 
for males and females separately are shown for Tropical and Sub-Tropical Queensland in “several 
Tables, and a further Table shows the numbers of births, marriages, deaths, &c., and rates for the 
separate Divisions. 

The birth-rate was highest in the Sub-Tropical Inland Division, being 20.62, compared with 
20.15 in Tropical Coastal, 17.82 in Tropical Inland, and 16.64 in Sub-Tropical Coastal. The rate for 
the City of Greater Brisbane Area was 14.24. 

The marriage rates were :—Tropical Coastal 7.07, Sub-Tropical Coastal 6.90, Sub-Tropical 
Inland 6.75, Tropical Inland 5.26, and City of Brisbane 8.13. 

_ The death-rate was lowest _in Sub-Tropical Inland 7.94, followed by 8.51 in Tropical Coastal, 
8.96 in Sub-Tropical Coastal, 10.75 in Tropical Inland, and 9.81 in Brisbane. 

_ The infant mortality rates were :—Sub-Tropical Coastal 37.92, Sub-Tropical Inland 45.50, 
Tropical Inland 48.02, Tropical Coastal 50.83, and Brisbane 42.40. 
. _ Diseases Treated in Public Hospitals—Further Tables show particulars of diseases for which 
in-patients were treated in the Public Hospitals of the State during the year 1933. Details were 
pecoried of 66,981 patients, individuals entering more than once for the same disease being counted 
y once. Some of the chief diseases, &c., for which patients were admitted were :—Accidents 9,181, 
Diseases of the Tonsils and other parts of the Buccal Cavity 6,750, Appendicitis 3,848, Influenza 3,613 
Diseases of Kidneys, &c., 3.538, Abortions (non-criminal) and Complications of Childbirth and 

Tregnancy 2,326, and Non-puerperal Diseases of the Female Genital Organs 2,180.
